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The following information has been received on the outetending Spanish Republicans 
at present in Bolivia: 


Venue]. Maxtines Feduchy, a career diplomat, arrived in La Paz around 1932, as 
Third Secretary in the Spanish Legation. Martinez became Charro d'Affairee 

ad interin when the itinister Plenipotentiary Rafael de Trina y Blasco wont to 
Madrid on leave in 1935. When the Spanish Civil War began in 1936, Trina escaped 
from Spain and resigned his post, notifying the Spanish colony in La Paz by cable 
from Biarrits. ‘iartinoz contimed in charge of the Legation, undecided at first 
which side to support, but eventually embracing the Republican cause when forced 
to nake a decision. 


2, Martinez came under the influence of Vicente Durgaleta y Perez de ls Dorda, 
Spanish Republican leader in La Pas, who had becone his brother-in-law when 
Martines married Dora Contreras, the sister of Burgaleta's second wife. HMartines 
attempted to influence the members of the Spanieh colony toward the Republican 
side, and in addition to his normal salary; he received substantial suns from 
Madrid for propaganda purposes. 


3, At the end of the Spanish Civil War, tartines we transferred to Rio de Janeiro, 
being replaced in la Pas by Lucas Parra. Since that time he has alternated 
between Brazil and Argentina, but ha returned to La Paz in June 1948, ile is 
reported to have left many debts in Buenos Aires, and to have cormitted a breach 
of Brasilien law in the sale of an apartment which he had there. Ile clains to 
be a journalist and artist, but is not active in either field. The Franco 
synpathizers in La Pas consider that he is not dangerous, and that he is nota 
Commmist at heart, but that his diplomatic career is finished.

4. Jece Maria Valle is a shirt manufacturer who acquired Bolivian citizenship several. 
years ago, exereising the privileges of dual nationality as suited his convenience. 
At the outbroak of the Civil War, he declared himself a lationalist. He said that 
four of hia sisters had beon murdered by the Reds, and he publicised the details 
of the erime in Bolivia. A short time later, however, he espoused the Republican 
cause, without giving any explanation of his motives. te now states that he is a 
nonarohist. It is reported that he fraudulently acquired sixty thousand bolivianos 
and is prospering in a new business which he started with this sun. the France 
ovlony does not consider him dangerous politically. 
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is a businessnan of long standing, who arrived in La Faz at the

porinning of the century, acquiring Dolivian citizenship about the year 1918. 


lle is a brother-in-law of the Republican chief Burgaleta and of Martine Feduchy. 
Ye ig anti-Franco, evr.anenber of the Republican croup in le Pas. 


lwig Ponana,'a teacher, arrived in La Pez from Argentina at the becinning of the 
Spanish Civil War. le declared hinself a Nationalist and took part in the activitic 
of the Spanish Falance as head of the cultural section. lle wan also a teacher in 
the American Institute. ile suddenly renounced his “panish nationality, became a 
naturalised Bolivian, and declared himself for the Republicans. It is alleged that 
he took these steps in order to be able to teach in Bolivia and make use of the 
influence of Burgaleta in the University. 


Porfirio Dieg arrived in La Paz in 1936 from Chile. lle stated at tho time that 
he was a Nationalist, but some deye later went over to the Republicans, and became 
act‘vely anti-Franco. 


Jorge Echeeoven is a woodworker by profession and a long tine resident of La Paz, 
‘le 38 not voll educated, but likes to discuss politics. He used to sign articles 
uhich had been written by Burgaleta. Since the ond of the war, he has become 
friendly with the Nationalist croup. 


4s a carpentry supervisor who went to La Paz in 1935 under contrect 
to the firm Iaestranza American Peralta y Cia. Later he was in cherze of the 
carpenter shop at the Tlinani Orphans School, and subsequently in the drayage 
business. He was a member of the Republican croup, but is politically inactive. 


£9 a laborer who leads a nomadic life, soretines working in the 
mines and sonetines living in Le Pas. During the Civil War, articles written by 
Burgaleta were published over his sizmature. The Franco group considers hin very 
igmorant, and therefore harmless. 


Jesus Enrigueg has been in Bolivia for more than thirty years, worling in the 
notel and restaurant business. le is an ardent defender of Commmisn, although 
4% is stated that he is merely a theorlzer. 


Alfredo Leon Lupion is a refugee uho was formerly a lieutenant in the Assault 
Guard of the police in Spain, and also a major in the “panish Republican erny. 

In La Paz, he was tho author of a series of articles which traced the history of 
the Civil Yar from the conflict in ifrica to the times of General Primo de Rivera. 
Infornation reached Bolivia which inplicated him in the famous murder of Don Jose 
Calvo Sotelo. le has made a financial success of soveral small businesses con- 
nected with booke, and in Franco circles it is stated that his leftist fervor has 
subsided as his economic status improved. 
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
